It almost seems to be a law of nature, that people know least about what 
concerns them most. For instance, do you know if your eyesight is good or 
bad, your sense of balance in order, your judgment satisfying? Do you be- 
long to those people having a lot of resistance, or the lot which can be 
knocked over with a feather? Are your senses and muscles coordinated, 
are you alert, your reaction quick and steady? Our tests will give you away. 
Almost thirty years ago a new field was opened dealing with these and 
related questions. Today it comes under the heading of psychology. Com- 
plicated machinery and intricate experiments were invented to help 
scientists as well as medical men discover the secrets of man in reference 
to his reactions of the mind to its environment. The lie-detector is one of 
the latest discoveries adopted in human psychology. 

Of course, we can’t allow ourselves to be bothered with intricate apparatus, 
so we must rely upon a few odds and ends about the house to help us con- 
duct our tests. Before you start these tests we'd like to remind you that 
cheating is against the rules. 


NOW TEST YOUR PHYSICAL ENDURANCE . 

Blindfolded you lean against the wall. Your arm is lifted to above shoulder 
height. With an ordinary ruler the elevation is noted. You remain in this 

f iosition for a full minute. Then, you may drop your arm to the side, 
mmediately upon dropping your arm to your sipe, you try to bring it up 
to the old position. The difference in elevation between the first time, and 
the second time, is directly proportional to your physical endurance. If the 
difference is less than two inches, you are doing fine. 




CAN YOU JUDGE WELL? . . . . 

Two pins with markers attached are placed 18 
inches apart. You must place a third pin in the 
flight line of the other two. This experiment must be 
carried out with completely extended arm and with 
only one eye. If you come within an inch of the 
imaginary line, and in the middle of the two other 
pins, you may be well satisfied with the result. 



TEST YOUR REACTION TIME. 

Your upward view is shielded, and now you must 
catch a ping-pong ball which is dropped at random 
from above. Should you miss the ball more than 
four times out of twenty, your reaction time isn't too 
quick. 



ARE YOU OVERWORKED?... 

Open the scissors so that the points are two 
inches from each other. Both points are placed 
on your head simultaneously, so that one can 
determine by which point-to-point distance 
you will feel the tips as one. Even when you 
are wide-awake and in the pink of condition, 
you'll feel them as one at a distance of % of 
an inch. If you're tired, your skin becomes 
less and less sensitive, so that a distance of 
1.6 inches may even be recorded as one pres- 
sure point.

With your eyes, follow the course of each line, and 
write the number in the square where it terminates.

If you can't detect the differ- 
ence of a whole ounce, you better see a doc- 
tor at once to give you a thorough check-up. 


You are blindfolded, and placed fifteen feet from the table. You 
know that a certain number of objects which you have previously 
seen, but not heard, are going to be dropped. If you don't miss more 
than twenty times out of a hundred drops, your hearing is fine. 


DO YOU HAVE CONTROL OF YOUR 
MUSCLE SYSTEM 


Six glasses filled to the top with water are numbered and placed in 
irregular, non-consecutive, order. Inside of two minutes, it must be 
possible for you to bring the glasses into proper order without spill- 
ing a drop. If you accomplish this to perfection, both your nerve 
and muscle systems are O. K.

MENACE 

TO HIGH SCHOOL 

BOYS AND GIRLS 


Springing into prominence about five years ago, tourist 
cabins and camps have mushroomed and spread through 
the United States. A great convenience for automobilists, 
being cheap and accessible to nearby towns, great success 
has attended them. But — as usual in this country — any new 
industry brings with it a sordid side. Due to the fact that 
anyone may engage a cabin, who has the small price — 
usually a dollar or two dollars, the original purpose of the 
tourist camps has been lost sight of in a great many cases. 
This is especially true of small towns, where many tourist 
camps exist only a few miles from the town limits. They 
are being used, investigation shows, by high school boys 
and girls for wild parties. 

Most of the kids in the teen age living in these small 
towns have automobiles. Taking the girl friend for a ride 
with a bottle of liquor and indulging in the usual "heavy 
petting," which is commonplace with most youngsters today, 
it is a comparatively simple matter to drive to a nearby 
tourist camp. Most states only require the couple to regis- 
ter, although in some it is compulsory to also show an auto- 
mobile license. This is not difficult, however, as licenses are 
easy to obtain in the majority of states, and almost all high 
school kids who drive have one. 

Another outstanding danger is the fact that one may 
engage a cabin at any time of the day or night. No ques- 
tions are asked, provided one has the small fee to rent the 
cabin. It should be understood at this point, that no indict- 
ment is being sought against the reputable owners of tourist 
camps, of which there are many. But — it is a definite 
fact that many shady owners of these tourist camps will rent 
cabins at any time of the day or night to anyone who has 
the price, regardless of what he may personally feel to be 
the use to which the cabin will be put. 

In many cases these tourist camps are little better than 
houses of assignation. Many of them have candy stores 
attached, where liquor may be purchased. 

The parents of high school boys and girls have become 
alarmed to the point where legislation is to be sought to 
protect youngsters from the harmful effects of the evils 
described above.
